THE  VALUE  OF  CONVENTIONS. 

HE  hninan  race  has  found 
that  efficiency  depends  in 
great  degree  on  the  formation 
of  good  habits  and  of  the 
habit  of  practicing  these  habits.  Any 
one  who  has  watched  a  nest  of  ants 
must  have  been  impressed  with  the 
thought  that  they,  also,  have  been 
cDiniiKM'd  of  the  value  of  this  trait 
in  a  member  of  the  colony,  so  prompt 
and  efficient  is  their  action  wdien 
confrontfHl  by  any  one  of  the  usual 
difficulties  to  which  antdom  is  sub- 
ject. A  social  habit  we  call  a  "conven- 
tion", and  one  of  the  chief  duties  of 
the  teacher  in  a  primary  or  a  second- 
ary school  is  to  nurse  and  strengthen 
the  conventions  of  good  society. 

In  certain  places  and  at  certain 
times,  we  set  aside  the  conventions ; 
on  the  fronteer  the  pioneer  discards 
his  coat  when  he  finds  it  too  warm 
and  we  Avho  are  conventionalized  en- 
joy the  fruits  of  his  toil.  Similarly 
in  our  universities  we  foster  the 
growth  of  men  and  women  who  are 
unconventional  in  thought,  word, 
and  conduct,  and  nuich  which  w^e 
treasure  is  the  product  of  men  who 
were  unconventional,  from  Bruno 
who  was  burned  at  the  stake  to  those; 
who  are  being  burned  by  a  tire  more 
slow.     Yet  we  must  recognize     that 


the  unconventional  habits  of  thought, 
speech,  and  conduct,  acquired  by 
some  men  in  the  universities,  are  a 
bar  to  their  success  in  secondary 
work. 

The  success  which  women  are 
meeting  in  the  field  of  teaching  is 
in  considerable  measure  due  to  their 
fine  sense  of  convention,  to  their 
promptness  in  detecting  and  correct- 
ing breaches  of  good  manners,  in 
word  or  conduct.  So  long  as  the 
Ijoys  are  chance  visitors  to  our  school 
and  the  course  of  study  and  the  con- 
duct of  the  schools  are  decided  by 
the  needs  and  interests  of  the  girls, 
the  proportion  of  women  teachers 
will  be  large. 

We  inherit  many  judguu:'nts,  on 
things  wdiich  concern  us  most  vitally, 
and  these  judgments  are  accompan- 
ied by  their  appropriate  paths  of 
discharge  in  the  brain.  To  sail  safe- 
ly over  the  shoals  of  life,  the  average 
man  or  Avoman  must  follow  these  in- 
tuitive judgments  blindly,  for  the 
processes  of  refiection  and  delibera- 
tion are  too  slow  to  save  him  from  the 
rocks.  Such  a  person,  however,  may 
make  a  prosperous  voyage  if  he  has 
been  trained  to  observe  the  conven- 
tions, personal,  social,  and  religious. 


WASTE  IN  AMERICAN    SCHOOL 
SYSTEMS. 

TTENTION  is  being  drawn 
to  the  inett'iciency  in  the 
work  done  by  our  Navy  De- 
partment. Here  the  proof  of 
in<'lt'iciency  or  efficiency  is  not  dif- 
ficult since  it  is  known  how  nuich  it 
costs  a  private  shipyard  to  turn  out 
a  battleship  and,  in  spite  of  the  at- 
tempts of  government  navy  yards  to 
conceal  the  tru(;  cost,  approximately 
what  it  costs  the  government  to  build 
such  a  ship.    This  iuett'icieuey    runs 
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fliroii^'li  ^'()\('i-iiiii('iil  work,  ;il  least 
ill  Anu'ricii. 

Our  i)ul)li('  school  system  in  Ainei'i- 
ea  is  sutf'eriiij;  from  the  same  1  rouble, 
and  a  compai'ison  of  t\w  work  done 
ill  businesses  uikUt  private  control 
and  the  |)ui)lic  schools  should  show 
where  some  of  the  loss  is  to  l)e  look'ed 
for.  In  a  prixaleiy  conducted  entei"- 
prisc  just  as  few  employes  are  util- 
ized as  can  be  made  to  do  the  work, 
and  the  wa^es  are  hij^h  enough  to 
secure  labori'rs  who  will  not  w^aste 
time  and  material.  In  our  public 
sclu)ols  the  opposite  policy  seems  to 
be  pursued.  Teachers  are  put  on  the 
work  until  the  school  looks  like  St. 
Claire's  kitchen,  in  Uncle  Tom's 
cabin,  so  nuiny  servants  that  they  get 
in  each  other's  way.  We  are  not 
making  the  charge  that  the  teachers 
are  idle.  St.  (  laire's  servants  were 
l)robal)ly  busy  enough,  in  their  way, 
Imt  the  general  level  of  eft'iciency 
V,  as  so  low  that  less  was  accomplish- 
ed ti-an  would  have  been  accomplish- 
ed )iy  a  smaller  number  of  efficient 
M  orkers. 

Some  students  of  our  schools  main- 
tain that  we  waste  al)out  three  years 
of  the  average  child's  life.  This 
waste  is  due  to  the  fact  that  we  are 
trying  to  run  our  schools  with  pau- 
per labor.  A  higher  average  effi- 
ciency must  be  secured  before  we  can 
stop  this  waste  of  money,  time  and 
souls. 

Among  the  causes  of  this  condi- 
tion there  may  be  mentioned  the  de- 
sire of  superintendents  to  make  a 
brave  showing  by  installing  numer- 
ous courses  where  the  students  who 
cannot  be  driven  may  be  wheedled. 

AVe  Americans  should  clean  house 
before  our  next  great  war,  that  tri- 
al which  Providence  furnishes  us  at 
times  to  see  whether  we  have  buried 
our  talent  in  a  napkin.
